The annual meeting of Capex (Can- 
adian Association for Philatelic Ex- 
hibitions) was held at Toronto May 
22nd and despite some concern ex- 
pressed both vocally and in certain 
philatelic press that the association 
would be in the red as result of the 
Centennial Exhibition last Septem- 
ber, through failing to attract bump- 
er attendance, we are happy to re- 
port that they have come through all 
square and with a cash balance on 
hand.

Summarizing the report of the as- 
sociation from incorporation July 2, 
1947 to March 15th, 1952 gross re- 
ceiptes from all sources were slight- 
ly more than $53,000.

4c INTERNATIONAL RED CROSS 
CONFERENCE COMMEMORATIVE 
ISSUE 


On the 26th July next, a special 
commemorative postage stamp will 
be issued to. honor the 18th Interna- 
tional Red Cross Conference which 
will be officially opened in Toronto 
on that date. 


The International Red Cross Con- 
ference is the supreme governing 
body in the world of Red Cross and 
meets approximately every four 
years. This will be the first time this 
conference has been held in the 
Western Hemisphere since the Wash- 


ington Conference of 1912. It has 


not met in Canada before. The im- 
portance of this meeting cannot be 
overestimated in these unsettled 
times. 

The commemorative postage stamp 
will be large, horizontal in shape, and 
printed in two colours. This stamp 
is being printed by the Canadian 
Bank Note Company, Ottawa, by the 
line engraving process upon which 
the Red Cross is super-imposed, by 
offset printing. The background will 
be light blue in colour. 

This special postage stamp will be 
‘on sale at all of the principal Can- 
adian Post Offices on the day of 
issue, the 26th July, 1952. Orders for 
this stamp, in selected mint condition 
may now be sent to the Philatelic 
Section, Financial Branch, Post Of- 
fice Department, Ottawa 4, Ont., 
Canada. The order will be filled and 
returned at the earliest possible date, 
on or after the date of issue. 

FIRST DAY COVERS — All pat- 
orns who desire to have first day 
covers with the new issue postage 
stamps specially cancelled on the 
date of issue are required to forward 
self-addressed covers to the Post- 
master, Ottawa 2, Ont., not to the 
Philatelic Section, prior to the day of 
issue. All covers must contain “fill- 
ers” and must be sealed or have the 
flap turned in. Do not fold covers 
when forwarding them through the 
mails. Enclose all covers in an out- 
side cover marked “First Day of Is- 
sue.” All covers will be returned by 
ordinary mail unless it is specifically 
requested that they be returned by 
registered or air mail. In addition to 





the cost of postage required to be 
affixed to the covers at ordinary, air 
mail or registered mail rates, collec- 
tors must include in their remittance 
sufficient money to pay the Depart- 
ment’s cover service fee amounting 
to 5c for each cover returned by 
ordinary mail and 10c for each cover 
returned by air mail or registered 
mail. 

PLATE NUMBERS — The new is- 
sue stamp will be printed from two 
plates, Nos. 1 and 2. Patrons are re- 
minded that plate number corners 
will be supplied only when specific- 
ally requested and when a full pane 
of 50 stamps is ordered for each 
plate number position desired. 


ITEMS ADDED AT PHILATELIC

The current issue 4e stamp, King 
George VI, 1949 revised design, in 
the new colour orange, has been re- 
ceived printed from two new plates, 
Nos. 17 and 18. Examples of the 
same stamp printed from these two 
plates have also been overprinted for 
official use with the letter “G.” 
Stamps printed from these plate 
numbers may now be purchased from 
the Philatelic Section. Plates num- 
bering 14, 15 and 16 for the same 
stamp issue have not yet been placed 
on the press and they are not ex- 
pected to be used for many months, 

The current 3c stamp of the same 
issue has been printed from plates 
numbering 8 and 10 and also stamps 
from these plates have been received 
overprinted with the letter “G.”

“You may rest assured,” ad- 
ded Mr. Cote, “that the Department 
always exercises discretion in the is- 
sue of new postage stamps in order 
that the purses of stamp collectors 
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are not overtaxed by too frequent 
new issues.” Officers of the Depart- 
ment are of course devoting much 
time to the development of new 


stamps that will recognize the acces- 
sion to the throne of Queen Eliza- 
beth II. 

Mr. Cote then announced the issue 
of a 4 cent stamp honoring the Con- 
ference of the International Red 
Cross Society to be held in Toronto 
in July. The Red Cross stamp is now 
being manufactured by the Canadian 
Bank Note Co. in two colors. The 
stamp will be printed by the line en- 
graved process in light blue and the 
red cross will be superimposed upon 
this engraved printing by the offset 
process. 

In closing his address the Post- 
master General complimented the of- 
ficers and members of the West- 
mount Stamp Club on the very fine 
Exhibition and said that since assum- 
ing his duties with the Post Office 
Department he had learned to respect 
the name of the Westmount Stamp 
Club as being one of the most active 
and successful philatelic clubs in the 
Dominion. This fine Exhibition, con-
